The tenantry of Ireland have struck. 
It is scarcely an exaggeration to aay 
that over three-fourths of the country 
the occupier^ of the soil havo at last 
refused jioint blank to bo any longer 
beggared by rack rents. They liave 
been long in coming tcj this decision, 
but they have at last screwed their 
courage to the sticking point and said 
plainly tliat tho regime under which 
almost all tho fruits of tlicir toil went 
to their landlords is a thing of tho 
past. Every day the newspapers con- 
tain: numerous instances of whole bod- 
ieslof-ijenants going boldly to - their Te- 
spmive landlords or agents offering 
"Griffiths' Valuation" and on that offer 
being refused going homo in a body 
with their money ' in their pockets, 
whereat the landlords are in a rage and 
cry out still more lustily than in the 
past that thiy are robbed, that anarchy 
prevails • throughout ,the length and 
breadth of the land and that nothing 
but a sweeping coercion act can be ex- 
pected to restore "the reign of the law." 
From the very commencement of the 
agitjatipn in tliis country for the re- 
folhii^Ji ^ the,, land, l^j^^jthe .la^idlords 
hare unttormly, and steadily resisted 
aU ciiaitge. For years and years they 
oppose'd even tho demand for compen- 
sation: for the tenant in respect of his 
imjjrovoment.s. They v.-ould tolerate 
no alteration whatever of the land 
syistctrB. s- It was in,tlieir- oyes .perfeo-' 
tion, although ;;the \ evidences of its 
wprkin^^ lay open to the ken of every 
observer in tlio expatriation or starva- 
tion of millions of people and in the 
beggary and ruin of nearly as many 
other human beings. It appears that 
tliat they are "of the same opinion 
still." In this latest landlord pro- 
ndnngement every one of the various 
re^nedies suggested by the agitators for 
the improvement of the agrarian situa- 
tion is rejected as "involving the ols- 
mcnts of confiscation." The periodic 
revaluation of rents, the extension of 
the Ulster custom, fixity of tenure 
arid the establishn^nt o^fpeasant pro- 
prietary are'aii*disra'i8sed *as unjust or 
inexpedient. All the old arguments 
against each of 'those "nostrums" as 
they are called are revised and thrown 
once more into the face of tiie public. 
Very well; if the . landlords will give 
or^take no quarter, they can hardly bo 
surprised, if the reply should be that 
they must not expect any from 
the Irish people. A resolution 
was carried pledging members to 
consult together on important questions 
and to abide bv the decision of the ma- 
jority. A resolution was also adopted 
binding membera to sit in opposition 
to every" government, that refuses just 
demands of the Irish people, especially 
that for legislative independence. 
When Parnell coming out of the 
meeting entered his carriage the crowd 
detached the horses and drew the car- 
riage through the streets. E. Dwyer, 
Gray, T. O'Connor,, J.^.,.G. ..Biggar, , A.

DirnLiN, Dec. 28. — Stale trials we're 
formally opened to-day in the court of 
Qucon's bench before Lord Chief Jus- 
tice May and Justices Fitzgerald and 
Barry. The courtroom is densely 
crowded with spectators. A great 
croyrd of people around the four courts 
loudly-^ eheeired the traversers |'upon 
their arrival. The judges tobfe their 
seats shortly after 10 u'clock. The 
body of the court is occupied by coui\- 
sel and other members of the bar. Tho 
principal gallery is filled with Irish 
members of parliament, a few ladies 
and a sprinkling of the general public. 
Chief Justice May read, with consider- 
able composure, a document declaring 
that ho should , not take part in ) thp 
present trial. It contained a vindica- 
tion of liis former speech. The an- 
nouncement that he would not preside 
at the trial caused no manifestation. 
After Chief Justice May had finished 
reading Justice Fitzgerald took the 
chief seat and the .trials wore proceed- 
ed with before him and J ustice Barry. 
Only 18 out of 24 jurors called an- 
swered to their names. The attorney 
general asked postponement because of 
short attendance of jurors. McDon- 
ough, traverses' ^(^iiES|p febbjeet^i; 
Three jurors w6re'ili^a''excused on ac- 
count of age and infirmit}', and Mc- 
Donough challenged another. 

Legal argument of more than an 
hour ensued on McDonough's challenge. 
The court decided that the traversers 
had a right to challenge in tlic u.sual 
way a certain number of jurors, but 
counsel for the traversers did not take 
advantage of this decision to obstruct 
the course of liie trial. • The ' jury! con- 
sists of eight Catholics, ithree, •Prates-'' 
tants and one Quaker. • " - 

When the jury had been constituted, 
the attorney general opened the case 
for the crown in a firin but moderate 
tone. He. said, that the' object of the 
conspiracy in which the traversers 
were engaged was to cause social ex- 
communication of a number of persons 
and to make their lives not worth hav- 
ing. He pointed out the absurdity of 
the idea of.parcplingput Jreland among 
a population of five millions, which 
would only add to the misery of the 
unfortunate country. He severely 
condemned tho policy of the land 
league,which, he said, advocated freedom 
yet brought all its power to bear in 
tiie coercion of private individuals. 
The government, ho said, was bound 
to institute proceedings to put down 
agitation. ' A great crowd cheered the 
traversers on adjournment of tho 
court. 

DuiiLiN, Doc. 2S. — A t a meeting of 
home rule members of parliament yes- 
terday resolutions were passed in addi- 
tion to those already announced that 
union among Irish members is abso-

" THE SYl^DICATS BAR&AIN. 

There are points in the syndicate 
bargaia to wbicli we feel inclined to 
object. Tho undoubted tendency- of 
the'15ifenvB*is^to create a monopoly; to 
place enormous patronage in a few 
hands; to put it in tlie power of a 
{^gantic corporation to swallow all 
future competing railway enterprfsj^ Jn 
the Nortliwest and British Columbia; 
to control the carrying trade o! British 
North America, and to form a combi- 
nation with American railway com- 
panies which may weigii down and 
crush out small farmers and stock- 
raisers wlio will not be able to reacli 
a market with their produce except by 
submitting to comjiination rates. Un- 
less" safeguards'aro^'imiio'sed by Parlia- 
ment the Syndicate may rule the land 
as with a rod of iron. Tlioir patronage 
will 1)0 so great that no newspaper, 
party or government will raise 
objections to their policy or attempt to 
coiitVol-tUbir'charges without' bringing 
upon itself ;S,wift and certain ruin. Tlie 
business o£ tlie country is - dependent 
upon:its means of transportation, and 
to put those moans in the hands of a 
monopoly would be to empower that 
monopoly- to hiy what ta:: they might 
seo^^ proper jipon industries and 
coninierce "' an& ' do as they pleased 
with both private and public interests. 
If suuh a state of tilings should prevail 
under Syndicate rule — and who will 
venturo to say it is not i)0S8ibie ? — the 
■ railway would prove very injurious to 
many, parts of the country. We as- 
suuu', ^ however, that parliament will 
impose I needed safeguards and chocks 
upbn'the company ; and that the mon- 
opoly clauses v^'ill ho weeded out or 
toned down. While tlio road is in 
course of construction the country 
u»ast, of course, grow rapidly. Perhaps 
few now alive to-day would live to 
feel the worst side of the Syndicate 
bargain ; but wliat about posterity ? 
Shall it be said that i\i oxcliango for a 
lifetime of pros]ierity we bartered away 
the freedom of action of future genera^ 
tious for a commercial and industrial 
despotism of iron ? There are two im- 
por,tjjnJi,p advantages that will accrue 
frbm itiio adoption of the syndicate 
terms, even in their present ironclad 
form.: The certainty of overland rail- 
way connection will he a.ssured ; and 
the railway will not again lie subjoctcd 
to the uncertain arbitrament of a gen- 
etfal election. These facts will bo taken 
inte''d6'nsideration 'by British' Golum- 
biaiis in considering the matter, ,and 
they will be apt to ofTset the lessor 
with the greater evil. Tlie bargain is 
a good one for — Liio Syndicate : but if, 
we are told that the bargain nmst be 
acceptedL' in entirety or the railway 
will fall -through, we shall certainly 
vote in favor of its aceoptanct!. Vast 
as the concessions demanded by the 
Syndicate arc, we believe the terms 
will pass parliament, probably in an 
amended form, but pass they will in a 
shape that;. will bo acceptable to,- the 
capitalists who propose to undertake 
thesiwprk.

Lord BeaconsfiekUs recent prolonged 
visit to tlio Queen revives the awkward 
rumours that the Queen is seeking 
counsel outside her constitutional ad- 
visers.

Palace traditions limit all 
visits to a single niglit, but Lord Bea- 
consfield stayed two — Wednesday and 
Thursday. Lord Eowton, who is still 
Beaconsfiold'sjpriyate secretary, recent- 
ly''. visited Balnioral," and Beaconsfield 
himself went to Osborne when the Queen 
was last there. No precedents exist 
for such frequent communication be- 
tween tbo Queen and an ex-Minister. 
Society gossip . explains the, present 

desiring a talk over "Lndymion witli 
the author, hi.s lordship having sent 
her the first copy, richly bound, with 
an autograph inscri[)tion. In the same 
quarter some comment is made on INlr. 
Gladstone'a refusal to the easv lloyal 
command to visit Windaoi-, the truth 
beiiig , that Mr. Gladstone interpret 
ed''the ihv'itatfon as purely formal; and 
hence declined formally because of the 
pressure of official duties.

It is privately Iiint- 
ed that the wedding will occur next 
week. The BaroncKs lately told a Peer 
that the judicial decision on her money 
matters may eventually come before 
him, being resolved, though in(,lifferent 
to wealth, to maintain what she be- 
lieves^to be : her rights, and carry jiro- 
ceediiigs to the House of Lords for 
fifial^'deci'sion. It is estimated that her 
remaining yearly income after the ad- 
verse decision would be .£^00,000. 

Lord Boaconslield, through Lord 
Kowton,has manifested himself as high- 
ly displeased at the revolt of the Fourth 
Party against the leadership of Sir 
Stafford Northcote. Despite their posi- 
tion on that matter at Woodstock the 
Tory party is in a state of disruption. 
If the Lords should Llirow out the Irish 
Land Bill the Government would intro- 
duce a County Franchise Bill, and take 
the eense of the country on its policy.

"What it.wUl Coat- ■■■ 

Mr. C. Schriebor, chief engineer of the 
Canada Pacific Railway, has presented an 
estimate of tlio probaV^le cost of construct- 
ing tlie sections of the Canada Pacific 
Railway lying between Prince Arthur's 
Lauding and Selkirk; the Pembina Branch 
extending from Selkirk to Emerson; and 
from Kamloops to Port Moody, British 
Columbia, iuclrding station houses and 
water tanks. This estimate is made on the 
basis upon which the works are now be- 
ing carried. The cost of the Yale- Kam- 
loops section is stated at .S770,0G0for rails 
and §7,100,000 for grading. From Yale 
to Port Moody tlio cost will be for rails 
540,000 and for grading, etc., 82,470,000.

THO Pacific BailTray Solsate. 

In the House of Commons on the 14th 
Dec, Sir Charles Tupper moved the 
House into Oommitteo of the Whole on 
his resolution to pay over to tho Pacific 
^Eail waj[ Syndicate' the, sum of §25,000, - 
000 in accordiance with 'thei contract_. Pro- 
ceeding to speak to tiiat resolution in 
Committee he referred to tho assent 
given by both parties in 1871 to the 
principal of building tho road by means of 
a combined laud and money bonus; to the 
negotiations with Sir Hugh Allan and 
the fixing of ^tho »ii»bunt';oM to 
him at" thirty million dolla'ra "and fifty 
millions acres; to tho failure of Sir Hugh's 
mission to England; to the do^vnfall of 
tho Pacific Scandal Government; and to 
the policy of tho JMaokenzio Government 
which succeeded it. He said Mr. Mac 
kenzio obtained power to give $10,000 
and "^20,000 acres a mile"; for the road 
from Ijake Nipissing to the Pacific Ocean, 
for the Pembina Branch, and for the 
Georgian Bay Branch, besides 4 por cent, 
interest on such further sums as might bo 
necessary to carry on the work. In 1875 
ihehon. gentleman remained of tho same 
opinion, for on a reference to Lord Car- 
narvon ho decided not only that two mil- 
lions should bo expended por annum in 
British Columbia, but that the whole work 
should be completed from British Co- 
lumbia to Lake Superior by 1890. This 
decision the lii>n. gentleman accepted, 
and pledged the honour and faith of his 
party to the raj)id completion of tho Avork, 
and now he (Sir Oliairles) was glad to bo 
able to submit to the House the means of 
carrying out tho lion, gentleman's pledges. 
He referred to Lord l< jaconsfield's well- 
known speech, and announced that the 
British Government were preparing, in 
concert With the Canadian Government, a 
scheme to encourage emigration to Can- 
ada. Reverting to the Allan contract of 
1872 ho estimated the total bonus at S8-t,- 
700,000, valuing the land at one dollar 
per acre. The bonus ollored under tlie 
Act of 1874 ho estimated for through lino 
and brahehes at §104,887,500. Passing 
next to tho schenio now before Parlia- 
ment ho calculated tho subsidy as fol- 
lows : —

He tli, proceeded to moot objections 
brought against tho soheme by the press, 
referring with some warmth to tho Ot- 
tawa C'itir.en, from which something bet- 
ter might have been expected. Ono by 
one he replied to objections taken to tho 
the details of tku contract. The security 
was placed at the lowest reasonable am- 
ount so as not to lock up too much of ihe 
company's- capital, and so cripple them at 
the outset. The charge of insufficiency 
of standard was not well taken, because 
the Union Pacific Railroad's standard was 
a high one. Tlio lands were exempted 
from municipal taxation in accordance 
with the principle recognized from the 
outset. No land monopoly, as oi-dinarilji 
undcratqod, could ox.i.it in the Korth- 
Wesfc under this contract, as the lands 
were considerably sub-divided. Branch 
lines of railway could bo constructed in 
all parts of tho North-Wcst, and there 
was no prohibition as was claimed. Tho 
government retained possession of the 
Pacific Railway telegrajih lino, and there- 
fore would be in a position to treat with 
tho company as to the regulation of fares 
and freight rates on a substantial b.isis. 
He concluded his five hours' speech with 
a glowing panegyric upon this the crown- 
ing act in Sir John Macdonald's career. 

Mr. Macdouga!' alluded to tlio article 
in tlio Cilizea and t-o the fact that when 
Sir Charles refeiT-ed to'^it lie ' turned to- 
wards tho spot whore he Mr. Macdougall 
was sitting. 

Sir Chas. Tupper interrupted and ex- 
plained that he did so unconsciously and 
that his remarks had no personal applica- 
tion. 

Mr. Macdougall, continuing, said ho 
had generally been credited in the cor-, 
ridors and lobbies with having written the 
article. Ho had this to say, that he neith- 
er knew it was to appear nor did ho write 
or inspire it. He concluded by announc- 
ing that his views upon, this contract 
were such that ho could not support the 
the government upon it. 

Mr. Blake, at tho outset of his speech, 
maintained the sincerity of his belief 
when he characterized the contract as not 
merely dangerous but ruinous to the na- 
tional interests if carried into effect. 
Having referred briefly to Sir John's de- 
scription of his occupation in a future 
.state, he alluded with disdain to tho dis- 
torted quotations from his speeches pub- 
lished by Tory agents and read by Sir 
Charles. He.v;eritidized tho Istter's claim 
that' the premier; who had led Lord Bea- 
consfiold to make his notorious speech 
about Canada, was entitled to all the 
credit for tho increased interests taken 
: by England in Canada and her ail'airs. In- 
stead of tliis resultingfrom Sir John's and 
Sir Charles's visit. tb.^ngland,. he thought 
the stops said to^ be^ndSt ''consideration 
by tho imperial government were brought 
about by Charles Parnoll's agitation and 
tho distressed state of Ireland, He repu- 
diated all charges of inconsistency respect- 
ing his views expressed at - the time the 
Georgian Bay. contriict' -was under con- 
sideration by parliament. - The cost of 
the railw.iy as estimated last year includ- 
ing the telegraph line, the Canada Cen- 
tr.al Extension and a longer route by fifty 
miles along tho north shore of Lake Su- 
perior will bo§88,500,000,but accordingto 
the Citisnatos submitted the other evening 
it will be '$79,500,000. Accepting either 
of these st.atenients he proceeded to show 
that the price paid to tho company 
was altogetlicr too high. Ho next 
claimed that out of the total es- 
timated cost of §88,500,000 under last 
year's estimates, tho Company were only 
to provide .?2G,700,000, arid;, put. of the 
879,500,000 under this year's estimate the 
Company only provide 821,200,000. The 
gross estimated cost in both these cases 
includes the Government's cash aulwidy 
of 826,000,000. The land bonus was to 
cover the Company's cash expenditure. 
Tho lands wore to bo exempt from muni- 
cipal taxation, and this exemption on tho 
property of the Union Pacific, a consider- 
ably shorter road than the Canada Pacific, 
would amount to $270,000 annually, or 
,§5,000,000. capitalized. At 84.04 per 
acro.itheao;;25,000,000.i acres are worth 
$101,000,000; at 83.18 per acre, §73,- 
600,000 ; and at $2, §50,000,000. At the 
first price the combined cash bonus, land 
bonus, and gifts of works would amount 
to 8102,600,000 ; at tho .second price to 
§141,300,000 ; and at tho third price to 
8111,000,000. After submitting it simi- 
lar calculation respecting this year's esti- 
mates ho spoke again upon the quostiou 
of tho excessive character of tlio ^overn- 
ment's scheme, for v/hich the main plea 
was that it was desirable tlio country 
should know at . once tlio extent of its lia- 
bilities oa.acoount .of .this undertaking. 
InstoadJoff kaoOT% that n it would not 
know'it atM,nM8r;^^t^^ Addi- 
tional w6rkB;Jwaro.H6'ito. cciinmenced in 
BritiairOoluiiiRW.' ■fiw-^'^veinnient would 



not ];now it for ten years to come. The 
security for tlie due T^erformanco" of the 
o-.uitract was altogether insufficient, and 
had eviijeutly been determined upon in a 
libeml spirit Lo tiie contractol-s. He 
touched at leiijcth upon tho question of. 
exemptiiig the.u! lauds from taxation; 
The liniitati'in.i aa to nites and fares were 
insufficiently rigid, and the Company 
would have ab.scJute power over the set- 
tlers, luid could deciile as to the limit of 
their e;u'ninga. In concluding he express- 
ed regret tliat tho people pf Canada were 
being betr.aycd for tlio second time by 
the gentlemen now in power, and he fore- 
told thaf; a speedy pentvlty and puhish- 
mont awaited those Avho 'voted for the 
contract. Ho was greeted with prolonged 
Opposition cheers on resuming his seat 
after nearly four hours speaking.'"'-: • < -

So f.ar upwards 
of twenty-seven millions of dollars alone 
have been expended on this Pacific Rail- 
way, and more, of course, is to follow; 
Tho truth is nothing cm satisfy Britisii 
Columbia, She wants everything, and 
money, it sconia, cannot be expended 
fast enough to please her, Tho moment 
a little pause is mado in tho railway build- 
ing her ijublic men meet .nul pass resolu- 
tions, and crj out that they want to se- 
cede from tho Union. '\Ve.hope the Gov- 
ernment will be firni ■ivith those people, 
and indulge no more their extravagant 
notions, wliich, if persisted in, 'jan mean 
nothing but ruin .ind disaster for this 
country. The resolutions which have 
been sent to us tell us nothing now, but 
one thing, the N, P, does not satisfy the 
British Columbians. We were prop.ared 



for this however, nothing can satisfy 
these people. Residents of the Eastern 
section of the Dominion will bo amused 
to hear that the Confederation has been 
full of drawbacks for British Columbia. 
Naturally enough, perhaps, we think the 
drawbacks are -all the other wai'._ The 
far-ofl* province, the vam))ire of the Con- 
federacy, sighs for "control of her own 
resources and developments. " It is a 
great pity she did not think of all -these 
tilings before she linked her fortunes with 
ours.
